HERE oan be little doubt that ‘Abide 
with Me" it one of the favourite evening 
hkymns in all the churches in Britain and the 
Empiro, as well, probably, ay in the U.S.A. 
Te haa a touch of sadnees about if, associates, 
however, with & note of triumph, which makes 
it very trie to human life, and it thus appeals 
0 all clasaes, It was written on Septomber 4th, 
1847, and its author died on Noyember 20th 
of the same year, £0 that thy words :— 
Swift to its close ebbe oub Life's little day, 
wert perfectly truo in his onae, aa he well knew 
sehen the hymn was penned, 


A Poatic Prophesy. 

‘Tho Rev. Henry Francia Lyto was the rector 
of the fishing port of Brixham, on Tor Bay, 
when he wrote the hymn, and it was actually 
written down on paper at Berry Head Hous, 
half'a mile from the town, where the sea laps 
the foot of the garden. Although ke had not 
preached in hin church for some time, owing to 
his il health, on- this particalar Sunday be 
expressed, his intention of preaching "for the 
last time” before ho went to Nice, where his 
physician had ordered him to. winter

his new hymn, and showed them the tune he 
had also composed to itt ‘This i# seldom sung 
‘now, as Dr. Monk's great tune, * Eventide,”

tune to “Abide with Ma” Dr. Lyte died at 
Nice, and his last words were : Peace ! Joy !”"

Here is an interesting take about. some. 
of the most famons diamond in the world, 

‘Those of you who have visited the Tower of 
Landon are sure to have seen the Crown Jewels 
‘of Great Britain whioh sre kept in the Wakefield 
‘Tower, ‘The magnificence of the gems almost 
‘takes your bresth away, and perhaps you have 
‘wondered where they came from, 

‘There are the great diamonds in the Soeptre 
fand the centre of the Crown, the finest stones 
in the world. ‘These were both cut from the 
famous Cullinan” diamond, or ‘Star of 
‘Africa,* the largest diamond ever found. When 
it first came from the mine, it weighed 2,025} 
‘earats, that is, about one pound five ounces, 
fand was ae big ava man's fist, It was absolutely 
awleas and very beautiful, fo the Government 
fof South Afriea purchinaed it for £50,000 and 
‘presented it to King Edward VIL. 

Tho Lower Star of Arica.” 

Tt was much too big to use na it was, and in 
1008 it went to Amsterdam to be ent into nine 
large stones and a number of small ones. The 
largest one is set in the Sceptre and weighs 
1530 oarats, and the one in the Grown, known as 
the “ Loaocr Star of Africa,” weighs $17 carats, 
‘And when you think that most of the diamonds 
you aco in rings weigh about half a carat, or 
jpossibly one and a half carats, you will realize 
how big and splendid they are. 

(Of course, you havo ail heard of the Kob-i- 
floor,” the most historio diamond in the Crown 
Jewels. ‘The original ia kept at Windsor Castle, 
Dut there is a model in the Tower. Its adven: 
tures have been a0 many that no one quite 

ite history. ‘Tradition says that it wns 
from 0 Rajahat Malwa, 
ly it had boon an heirloom 


for centuries, 


After that, it was treasured at Delhi until 
1789, when Nadir Shab, tho Persian conqueror, 
carried it away to ‘Teheran, as part. of his 
immense plunder, Seventy four years later it 
passed into the hands of the: Rajah of Lahore 
nd then the East Tndia Company: obtained 
possession of it and presented it t0 Queen 
Victoria, 


Stolen From an Idol. 
‘The largest Indian diamond we know of is the 
reat Mogul.” ‘This, too, was carried off by 
Nadir Shah, bot since’ then all trace of it has 
been lost. Some people think that it was ext 
tup and that the “"Koh--noor" is part of it. 

"They think, too, that the "Orloff," which 
formed part of the Russian Crown Jewels, may 

‘also be & portion of the “ Great Mogul.” This 
We cannot tell, hut we know that the * Orloff 
‘was once the eye of an idol in a Brahmin temple, 
and one night it waa stokn by a French 
soldier, 

‘You can picture the horror of the priests next 
day, finding their temple desecrated and their 
{dol robbed of its most precious jewel! In their 
wrath, they must have called down a curso 
‘upon the thief,-for the gem was stolen from him 
by the ship's captain, and wherever it has gone 
since it has almost always carried bad luck 
with it, 

‘Alter passing through many hands; an 
Armenian merchant sold it for £112,000 to 
Count Orloff, who gave it to the ‘Tearina, 
Catherine 1. 

‘Another famoos Indian diamond is the 
“Regent,” or "Pitte” One story is that it was 
stolen from the mine by a slave, who escaped to 
‘the const and sold it to a shipowner for £5,000 
and a passage to England. Pitt, the Governor 
‘of Madras, then bought it for over £20,000» 
fand it was sold again for £80,000 to the Duke of

During the French Revolution, the Crown 
Jewels were stolen, but the diamond was 
recovered Inter on. 

‘Not so the “Sancy,"" which was stolen ab 
the same time. This stone had belonged in turn 
to Charles the Bold, de Sanoy, Queen Elizabeth, 
Henrictta ‘Maria, Cardinal Mazarin, 
Louis XIV, and it subsequently passed into 
the hands ‘of the King of Spain. Finally it 
returned to India in the possession of a native 
prince,

A“ Pebble” Warth a Fortune, 

‘Tho fret South African diamond was found 
by some Boer children, playing qp the banks of 
the Orange River, ‘The “pebble” was brighter 
fand prottier than any they had ever seon, and 
they proudly showed it to all their friends. A 
few days later, a neighbour named Van Niekitk 
offered to buy it. The children gladly let him 


hhave it and laughingly told him to go and make 
his fortune. 

Well, he didn’t quite do that, but the 
Governor af the Colony paid £500 for it, and 


sent the stone to the Paria Exhibition, 

‘After this, you may be sure Van Niekirk kept 
his ears open for any more stories of glittering 
pebbles, and two years later he heard of a poor 
shepherd-boy: who earried one about with him 
‘asa charm. This he persuaded the boy to sell 
{for 500 sheep, ten head of cattle, and a horse, 
‘and he himself sold the diamond for £11,000, 
Te ia now known as the “ Dudley,” of * Star of 
South Africa.” 

‘Naturally, these finds caused great excitement, 
and led to ‘the discovery of the great Sout! 
African mines and the finding of the magnificent 
jowols which are set in the Crown and Seepteo 
of Great Britain,
